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I.  INTRODUCTION 


Many  years  ago  I  compiled  and  caused  to  be  printed  a  brief 
Outline  Guide  to  Spenser.  It  has  long  been  out  of  print.  Vari¬ 
ous  requests  for  its  reprinting  together  with  a  desire  to  make  a 
more  extended  contribution  to  the  study  of  a  great  English  poet 
who  has  long  been  a  delight  to  me  have  led  me  to  undertake 
this  book. 

The  apparatus  for  the  study  of  the  greater  English  poets  has 
been  accumulating  for  many  years,  but  the  present  generation 
especially  has  seen  it  rapidly  expanded,  rounded  out,  and  reduced 
to  order.  Handbooks,  concordances,  bibliographies,  annotations, 
and  the  whole  apparatus  criticus,  are  now  reasonably  complete 
for  Chaucer,  Shakespeare,  Milton,  and  many  of  the  later  and 
even  of  the  minor  poets.  Spenser  has  had  his  share  of  attention. 
There  are  various  handbooks,  there  is  now  an  excellent  concord¬ 
ance,  he  has  been  especially  fortunate  in  the  body  of  appreciative 
criticism  which  the  lovers  of  his  genius  have  written,  and  the 
body  of  annotations  of  his  learned  Muse  is  copious  although 
defective  in  parts.  But  there  is  lacking  a  comprehensive 
reference-list  or  bibliographical  guide  to  his  writings  and  the 
writings  about  him.  This  lack  I  am  here  endeavoring  to  supply. 

The  compilation  of  references  here  presented  does  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  be  complete.1  My  aim  is  attained  if  I  have  secured  all 
the  significant  and  important  references.  There  is  a  considerable 
mass  of  other  stuff  which  I  have  not  judged  worth  inclusion. 
I  have  briefly  annotated  the  more  important  items.  Others  of 
short  scope  and  often  sufficiently  explained  by  their  titles  or 
of  less  importance  I  have  entered  without  comment.  Some 
references  of  importance  I  have  doubtless  missed.  The  field  is

May  the  Gentle  Reader  deal  gently  with  all  “faults  escaped.”  The  abbreviations 
employed  are  thought  to  be  self-explanatory.  Titles  which  I  have  not  been  able  to 
verify  are  marked  by  an  asterisk  (*). 
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so  large  that  a  first  attempt  can  scarcely  hope  to  be  quite  com¬ 
prehensive. 

For  the  practical  purpose  of  author  and  title  finding  I  have 
supplied  an  index.  For  the  study  of  special  topics  the  classi¬ 
fication  of  references  in  the  body  of  the  book,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
helpful.  I  have  not  attempted  to  compile  a  Spenser  manual. 
The  book  is  mainly  a  collection  of  references.  In  places  I  have 
added  commentary  which  I  trust  will  be  found  helpful.  Each 
reference  has  been  entered  under  the  heading  where  it  seems 
chiefly  to  belong.  Under  the  headings  I  do  not  attempt  to 
enter  or  index  all  pertinent  passages  from  titles  possibly  appear¬ 
ing  elsewhere.  Cross  references  here  have  been  interspersed, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  many  passages  bearing  upon  a 
given  topic  are  likely  to  occur  in  entries  under  many  headings, 
many  of  which  cannot  be  indicated  by  a  cross  reference.  The 
index  here  should  help. 

The  captions  under  which  references  are  classified  might  be 
largely  extended.  Thus  there  might  be  sections  on  “  Spenser 
and  Leicester,”  ‘'Spenser  and  Burghley,”  “Rosalind,”  and  many 
others.  But  the  more  classes  the  more  complication  and  the 
more  repetition. 

I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  assistance  and  counsel 
which  I  have  received  from  many  persons.  Mr.  Henry  R. 
Plomer  has  verified  many  references  for  me  in  England,  and 
has  searched  out  and  supplied  digests  or  transcripts  of  various 
documents.  Messrs.  J.  B.  Fletcher,  C.  G.  Osgood,  C.  S.  Northup, 
F.  F.  Covington,  Jr.,  J.  W.  Draper,  A.  H.  Tolman,  J.  M.  Manly, 
J.  D.  Bruce,  H.  S.  V.  Jones,  and  Edwin  Greenlaw  have  kindly 
checked  over  my  lists  and  have  supplied  various  additional 
entries.  Suggestions  and  assistance  of  various  sorts  have  been 
given  by  J.  M.  Manly,  C.  R.  Baskervill,  J.  L.  Lowes,  F.  F. 
Covington,  Jr.,  E.  Greenlaw,  A.  H.  Tolman,  Edith  Rickert, 
J.  M.  Berdan,  C.  G.  Osgood,  Lane  Cooper,  C.  S.  Northup,  James 
Westfall  Thompson,  Eleanor  P.  Hammond,  and  T.  Peete  Cross. 
And  I  am  grateful  for  the  courtesy  and  help  rendered  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Newberry  Library,  the  Harvard  Library,  the 
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Boston  Public  Library,  the  Huntington  Library,  and  the  Yale 
Library.  A  few  titles  I  have  consulted  at  the  British  Museum; 
others  there  have  been  checked  for  me  by  Mr.  Plomer. 

Until  the  compilation  of  an  allusion-book  for  Spenser  such  as 
we  have  for  Chaucer  and  for  Shakespeare,  the  materials  for  a 
History  of  Spenser’s  Literary  Reputation  lie  scattered  and  many 
of  them  practically  inaccessible.1  The  broad  outlines  of  this 
history,  however,  are  sufficiently  known. 

In  his  lifetime,  at  least  in  his  last  decade,  Spenser  was  accepted 
as  the  great  English  poet  of  the  age.  His  reputation  was  prob¬ 
ably  greater  than  that  of  Shakespeare. 

In  the  seventeenth  century  his  position  in  literary  history 
became  fixed.  He  began  to  be  the  poets’  poet  and  to  make  a 
school.  Cowley,  Milton,  and  Dryden  warmly  praised  him  and 
received  inspiration  from  his  genius  in  their  several  ways.  Almost 
all  of  his  contemporaries  who  lived  on  after  him  acknowledged 
him.  Many  became  his  avowed  disciples.  Even  those  who 
went  into  reaction  against  the  earlier  Elizabethan  poetic  tradi¬ 
tion,  like  Jonson  and  Donne,  did  not  seriously  contest  his  titles. 
A  certain  piety  and  tenderness  of  appreciation  which  attended 
him  living  persisted  after  his  death.  Scholars  like  Camden, 
Ware,  and  Johnston  were  concerned  about  his  memorials  and 
wrote  brief,  all  too  brief,  sketches  of  his  life.  Hartlib  and 
Worthington  interested  themselves  in  his  vestigia  and  searched 
for  his  manuscript  remains.  A  crop  of  Anecdota  sprang  up 
(Aubrey  and  others)  to  satisfy  the  general  curiosity  about  him. 
It  is  true  that  there  were  only  four  editions  of  his  poems  in  the 
century,  but  these  were  widely  read.  His  works  were  among 
those  to  be  found  in  a  gentleman’s  library.  And  every  scholar 
was  supposed  to  know  him. 

In  the  eighteenth  century  there  was  no  great  change.  Eight 
or  nine  editions  indicate  that  he  was  generally  read.  And  he 
is  adopted  into  the  collected  editions  of  the  English  poets, 
although  not  into  Dr.  Johnson’s.  This  is  the  period  of  the

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Spenserian  imitations,  whether  a  sign,  as  Professor  Beers  and 
Professor  Phelps  think,  of  nascent  romanticism  or,  as  Dr.  Cory 
holds,  a  sign  that  Spenser  had  now  become  adopted  as  a  classic. 
At  any  rate  like  Milton  he  is  regarded  as  one  to  be  imitated, 
however  far  the  imitations  are  from  the  true  Spenserian  manner. 

Spenser  has  never  been  a  popular  poet,  although  always  read 
by  youth1  and  by  poets,  and  pretty  generally  read  also  during 
most  periods  by  all  who  aspire  to  culture.  He  has  always 
interested  the  literati,  and  the  middle  and  latter  parts  of  the 
eighteenth  century  witnessed  the  growth  of  a  body  of  annota¬ 
tions  and  commentary,  occasionally  rising  into  critical  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  permanent  value.  Hurd  tried  to  fix  his  position  as  the 
great  exemplar  of  romanticism.  Thomas  Warton,  Upton,  Birch, 
and  various  others  made  him  the  subject  of  voluminous  com¬ 
mentary. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  however,  Spenser 
comes  most  fully  into  his  own.  Todd’s  variorum  edition 
attempts  to  codify  the  Spenser-lore  of  his  day  and  marks 
his  position  as  an  English  classic.  And  it  is  then  that  there 
begins  the  succession  of  illuminating  and  appreciative  critiques, 
in  which  Spenser  has  been  peculiarly  fortunate,  from  the  brilliant 
flashes  of  Coleridge,  the  gusto  and  insight  of  Hazlitt,  the  light 
touches  of  Leigh  Hunt,  the  loyal  devotion  of  Southey,  and  the 
sympathetic  elaboration  of  John  Wilson  (“Christopher  North”), 
through  the  company  of  commentators,  antiquarians,  and  critics 
of  the  middle  period  of  the  century,  J.  P.  Collier,  Keightley,  the 
various  editors  of  his  works,  and  G.  L.  Craik,  most  helpful, 
appreciative,  and  soundest  of  the  Spenser  critics  of  his  day,  down 
to  our  own  times  and  the  various  and  variously  enlightening 
contributions  of  Taine,  Ruskin,  R.  W.  Church,  Dowden,  Aubrey 
DeVere,  J.  W.  Hales,  Grosart,  Saintsbury,  most  fervent  and 
forthright  of  Spenserians,  J.  W.  Mackail,  E.  de  Selincourt, 
Lilian  Winstanley,  and  even  Courthope,  neo-classicist  and  in 
turn  perplexed  advocatus  and  advocatus  diaboli.  America  has

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contributed  its  quota,  from  the  essays  in  the  early  reviews,  to 
the  admirable  appreciations  of  Lowell,  Woodberry,  and  G.  H. 
Palmer.  In  recent  years  especially  American  scholarship  has 
developed  a  considerable  school  of  Spenser  interpretation  and 
commentary  and  the  various  studies  and  contributions  of  Green¬ 
law,  J.  B.  Fletcher,  Dodge,  Osgood,  Long,  Cory,  Buck,  Draper, 
Padelford,  Baskervill,  Jones,  Higginson,  Carrie  A.  Harper,  and 
many  others,  have  materially  helped  to  elucidate  the  numerous 
puzzles  and  problems  of  Spenser’s  career  and  writings.1 

I  have  aimed  in  this  Reference  Guide  in  some  measure  to 
indicate,  record,  classify,  and  codify  most  of  the  important  topics 
and  problems  of  Spenser  criticism,  solved  and  unsolved,  the 
materials  of  which  have  been  accumulating  for  some  three 
centuries.  These  problems  are  many  and  various.  Probably 
no  modern  poet  offers  a  greater  and  more  perplexing  variety  of 
them.  Some  of  them,  especially  in  the  Shepherds’  Calendar  and 
the  Faerie  Queene,  are  deliberately  posed  and  injected  by  the 
poet  and  by  his  friends,  in  part  as  a  sort  of  camouflage  and  self- 
protective  coloration,  in  part  as  a  device  of  publicity,  and  as 
literary  artifice.  The  list  of  them  is  too  long  to  recite  in  full. 
Many  of  the  titles  referred  to  in  this  book  deal  with  them.  But 
something  of  their  general  nature  may  be  suggested  by  the 
following  examples,  most  of  them  still  open  questions: 

The  date  of  birth;  parentage  and  family  connections;  other  Spensers 
of  the  time,  especially  the  other  Edmund  Spensers;  the  messenger  from  the 
English  ambassador  in  France  in  1569;  the  Turbervile  allusions;  Spenser’s 
sojourn  in  “the  north  parts,”  and  the  Lancashire  question;  Spenser’s 
relations  to  Sidney;  to  Leicester;  to  Burleigh;  to  Essex;  relation  to  other 
contemporaries,  and  of  his  circle  and  associates;  Spenser  and  Bryskett, 
and  of  the  evidence  from  Bryskett’s  Discourse;  the  personages,  allusions, 
and  contemporary  allegory  of  the  Faerie  Queene;  of  the  Shepherds’  Cal¬ 
endar;  of  Colin  Clout’s  Come  Home  Again;  interpretation  of  Muiopotmos, 
of  the  Amoretti,  and  of  other  works;  Spenser  and  the  Theatre  of  Worldlings;

Ingenious  iconoclasm  has  become  the  mode.  Perhaps  it  has  been  pushed  too  far. 
Most  of  the  problems  are  very  difficult,  but  the  natural  interpretation  of  the  evi¬ 
dence  is  sometimes  the  right  interpretation. 
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the  Rosalind  question;  who  was  “E.K.”?;  the  Areopagus  question;  the 
general  interpretation  and  explanation  of  the  entries  under  “Spenser”  in 
the  several  Calendars  of  State  Papers,  etc.;  explanation  of  the  Spenser- 
Harvey  letters;  the  early  anecdotes  and  gossip  (Aubrey,  Ben  Jonson,  etc.); 
Spenser  and  Puritanism;  the  lost  works;  the  lost  continuation  of  the  Faerie 
Queene;  the  Spenser  Apocrypha;  Spenser  and  the  laureateship;  the 
portraits;  Spenser’s  autograph;  Spenser  and  Shakespeare;  Spenser’s 
knowledge  of  Dante;  Spenser’s  learning,  reading,  and  use  of  his  “sources”; 
Spenser  and  the  law;  Spenser  as  officeholder  and  man  of  affairs. 

The  list  is  almost  without  end.  The  following  pages  attempt 
to  suggest  the  material  at  hand  and  the  starting  point  for  study 
and  investigation  of  Spenser’s  career,  writings,  and  literary 
history.

References,  unless  otherwise  stated,  are  to  those  given  under  “Life,  General 
References.”  The  dates,  except  in  quotations,  are  reduced  to  New 
Style.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate  by  the  use  of  larger 
type  (eleven  point)  things  documented  and  certain,  by  middle-sized 
type  (nine  point)  things  probable,  and  by  smaller  type  (seven  point) 
things  possible.

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i55°~68.  London  as  the  place  of  Sp’s  birth  is  fixed  by  a  passage 
in  the  Prothal.  (11.  127-29).  Sp  claimed  affinity  with  the 
noble  family  of  the  Spencers  (Prothal.,  11.  130-31;  cf.  Ded. 
to  MHT,  to  Muiop.,  and  to  T  of  M;  tf.  CCCHA,  11.  537-38). 

That  Sp’s  mother  was  named  Elizabeth  is  stated  in  sonnet 
74  of  the  Amoretti,  11.  5-6,  13. 

Sp  attended  Merchant  Taylors  School,  London  (cf. 
Nowell),  from  which  he  proceeded  to  Cambridge  in  1569 
(Hist.  MSS  Comm.  Reports). 

Nothing  is  definitely  known  about  the  year  of  Sp’s  birth.  Some 
of  the  older  biographers  place  it  in  1553.  Most  of  the  recent  writers 
assign  it  to  1552.  Assuming  that  sixteen  was  the  average  age  of  college 
entrance  in  the  period,  Sp’s  matriculation  at  Cambridge  in  1569  would 
approximately  fit  either  date.  The  date  1552  is  based  on  sonnet  60  of 
the  Amoretti,  the  composition  of  which  is  conjecturally  placed  in  1593. 
Subtracting  the  “one  year  spent”  (line  6)  and  “al  those  fourty  which 
my  life  out-went,”  gives  us  1552.  Sp,  however,  is  probably  using  round 
numbers  (“al  those  fourty”),  and  P.  W.  Long  and  others  suggest  reasons 
for  believing  that  the  birth  year  may  have  been  approximately  1550. 

The  original  monument  to  Sp,  erected  c.  1620,  by  an  obvious 
error  gave  Sp’s  dates  as  1510-96. 

The  location  of  the  birthplace  in  East  Smithfield  (London),  near 
the  Tower,  is  based  on  the  authority  of  a  MS  note  by  Oldys,  and  one 
by  Vertue.  (On  the  date  of  birth  cf.  Grosart,  I,  1-4.) 

1550  ff.  As  to  conjectures  as  to  Sp’s  parents  and  descent  see  references  under  “  Parents  and 
Family”;  also  “Chief  Lives  of  Spenser.” 

J.  P.  Collier  conjectures  that  Sp’s  boyhood  was  spent  partly  in  Warwickshire. 

When  he  entered  Merchant  Taylor’s  School  (Mulcaster  master,  Grindal  “visitor” 
— founded  1561)  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  Possibly  in  1561.  Wise  and  others  suggest 
1564. 

Some  connection  of  his  parents  and  possibly  of  part  of  his  boyhood,  with  North¬ 
ampton  (the  county  in  which  is  located  Althorp,  the  seat  of  the  noble  family  of  the 
Spencers)  has  been  suggested.  See  also  below  under  1576  as  to  the  “North  partes.” 
See  also  the  discussion  of  the  Lancashire  question  and  of  Sp’s  possible  connection  with 
that  locality. 

1569 

On  Sp’s  life  at  Cambridge  see  the  Spenser-Harvey  Letters  and  the 
various  biographies  of  Sp,  esp.  Grosart. 

Publication  of  Van  der  Noodt’s  Theatre  of  Voluptuous  Worldlings, 
with  “Epigrams”  and  “Sonets,”  adopted  as  Sp’s,  with  some  altera¬ 
tions,  in  the  Complaints  volume  of  1591.  Sp’s  earliest  published  verse. 

Verses  addressed  to  “Spencer”  by  Turbervile  in  his  Epitaphes  and  Sonnets,  is6g, 
have  been  applied  to  Sp  by  Wood,  Collier,  and  others. 
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Apr.  28.  To  Cambridge  (cf.  Nowell);  receipt  of  ten 
shillings  from  Nowell.  Easter  Term.  Sp  matriculated  as 
a  sizar  at  Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge  (cf.  Venn). 

May  20.  Matriculation  (cf.  DNB).  John  Young,  whose 
secretary  Sp  became  in  1578,  master  of  Pembroke  during 
Sp’s  college  years. 

July  7.  Gifts  from  Nowell  to  “Edmunde  Spenser”  at  Burnley  in  Lancashire 
(cf.  Cartwright). 

Oct.  18.  Payment,  on  a  “bill”  signed  on  that  date,  to  “Edmonde  Spencer”  as 
a  bearer  of  letters  from  Sir  Henry  Norris,  English  ambassador  to  France,  at  Tours,  to 
the  queen  (cf.  Cunningham).  The  objections  to  this  “Edmonde  Spencer”  being 
Spenser  the  poet  are  (i)  that  Sp  at  this  time  was  a  student  at  Cambridge  (Cunningham 
suggests  that  the  trip  may  have  been  taken  during  a  college  vacation),  and  (2)  that 
Sp  was  only  seventeen  at  the  time.  If  Sp  were  bom  in  1550  he  was  nineteen;  in  any 
event  the  objection  on  the  score  of  age  would  probably  have  seemed  of  less  weight 
to  men  of  the  sixteenth  century  than  now.  Sp  later  was  frequently  a  bearer  of  dis¬ 
patches.  Note  Sp’s  knowledge  of  French  in  1569  (translations  in  the  Theatre  of 
Worldlings)  and  his  contact  later  with  others  of  the  Norris  family.

Allowances  to  Sp  for  illness  (“aegrotanti”)  at  Cambridge 
on  five  occasions — two  and  one-half  weeks,  four  weeks,  etc. 
(cf.  Grosart,  I,  36;  DNB,  XVIII,  794). 

A.B.  degree,  1572-73  (Venn).  Sp  eleventh  in  or  do  senior  i- 
tatis  (Cooper). 

A.M.  degree,  1576  (Venn).  Leaves  Cambridge. 

I576-  Visit  to  “The  North  countrye,”  whence  “for  his  more 
preferment”  he  returned  to  the  south,  perhaps  in  1577 
(Sh  Cal,  Gloss  to  June). 

The  North:  conjecturally  identified  with  (i)  Lancashire,  (2)  Northamptonshire 
(Ralph  Church),  (3)  Warwickshire  (Drayton,  Aubrey,  J.  B.  Fletcher),  (4)  Cambridge 
(Higginson). 

Harvey  was  in  York  in  Aug.  1576  (Marginalia,  16,  84),  and  possibly  accompanied 
Sp  on  his  journey  to  the  North. 

1572-76.  Composition  of  Virgil’s  Gnat  (Fleay,  etc.). 

i574_7S-  Sp  in  trouble  with  the  Cambridge  authorities — Dr.  Peme  (Marginalia,  30). 

1576-80 

Period  of  poetic  experimentation.  Composition  of  the  Sh  Cal  and  of 
most  of  the  Lost  Works. 

The  Rosalind  episode,  followed  by  that  of  the  “altera  Rosalindula” 
(Harvey  Letters;  Sp’s  Works,  passim;  see  refs,  under  “Life,  Gen’l,”

which  took  place  in  July,  1577  (cf.  Calendar  of  1575-88,  p.  104). 
But  cf.  Ware’s  statement:  “In  Hibemiam  primum  venit  cum 
Arthuro  Domino  Grey.”  DNB  suggests  probably  there  as  bearer  of 
despatches  from  Leicester  to  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  and  that  E.  K.’s 
phrase  “for  long  time  farr  estranged”  [i.e.,  in  strange  parts]  may  refer 
to  this  absence  (cf.  Grosart,  I,  65-66;  Cal.  of  Carew  MSS  1575-88, 
p.  104;  Selincourt,  one-vol.  ed.  of  Sp,  p.  xii). 

Mr.  Henry  R.  Plomer  has  made  a  search  of  the  records  in  England 
likely  to  yield  results,  but  has  found  no  mention  of  Sp,  or  of  Sir  Philip 
Sidney,  in  Ireland  in  1577.  Sp  is  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the  extant 
correspondence  of  Lord  Grey,  or  in  the  letters  of  Bryskett,  although 
Mr.  Plomer  conjectures  that  Sp  may  have  come  to  Ireland  in  1577 
on  a  visit  to  Bryskett.

Association  with  Sidney  and  Dyer. 

FQ  begun  before  1580. 

Apr.  10.  E.K.’s  Letter  to  Harvey,  prefixed  to  Sh  Cal. 

Oct.  5.  At  Leicester  House  (body  of  letter  states  written  in 
part  Oct.  15-16  at  Westminster).  Letter  of  Sp  to  Harvey. 
Harvey  writes  to  Sp  from  “Trinitie  Hall,  stil  in  my  Gallerie, 
23  Octob.  1579.” 

Dec.  5.  Entry  of  Sh  Cal  in  Stationer’s  Register  (Arber). 
Published  “1579”  (  =  N.S.  1580?)  anonymously,  the 
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authorship  not  generally  known  till  some  years  later, 
although  possibly  hinted  at  in  Harvey’s  letters  1580,  and 
elsewhere.

Sp  in  1579  expected  to  journey  abroad;  probably  did  not  go  at  this  time,  as  the 

known  dates  leave  little  time  for  the  trip  (Letters;  cf.  Marginalia,  29). 

Composition  of  first  version  of  MHT  possibly  in  1578-79  (Greenlaw;  Keightley; 

Brit.  Quart.  Rev.  suggests  1583-84,  and  Fleay  1576-77.  “In  the  raw  conceipt  of  my 

youth”).  The  MHT  is  one  of  the  chief  documents  bearing  on  Sp’s  relations  to  Burgh- 

ley. 

579-80.  The  “altera  Rosalindula”  episode  (Letters;  Grosart,  I,  125-29; 

Collier,  I,  pp.  lxvii  f.:  possibly  Sp’s  first  wife). 

580 

Publication  of  Sh  Cal.  Dated  1579  (Old  Style?). 

Appointed  one  of  the  secretaries  to  Lord  Grey,  Lord  Deputy 
of  Ireland  (Calendars:  several  references  to  Sp  as  hold¬ 
ing  this  office;  treated  as  secretary  to  the  Lord  Deputy 
and  the  Council). 

April  2.  Sp  writes  to  Harvey  from  Westminster  (possibly  = 
Leicester  House).  Harvey  writes  to  Sp  Apr.  7,  and 
“From  my  place,”  Apr.  23. 

June  30.  Entry  of  Spenser-Harvey  Letters  in  Stationers’ 
Register  (Arber).  Published,  1580,  by  Bynneman. 

August  1.  A  poem  by  Harvey  dedicated  to  Edward  Dyer  by 
Benevolo  =  Sp  (Marginalia,  26). 

August.  Lord  Grey  to  Ireland,  Sp  doubtless  accompanying. 
(Ware;  Grosart,  I,  133). 

Sp’s  sister  Sarah  probably  accompanied  him  to  Ireland  and  later  resided  with  him  at 
Kilcolman.  She  married  John  Travers,  receiving  as  dower  from  Sp  part  of  the  Kil- 
colman  lands  (on  authority  of  a  descendant  of  the  Travers  family,  in  G.  L.  Craik, 
III,  250). 

1580-82.  Sp  probably  accompanies  Lord  Grey  in  his  journeys  about 
Ireland.  Note  the  Irish  place-names  in  Sp’s  writings.  Sp  present 
at  the  massacre  at  Fort-del-Ore,  Smerwick,  in  November  (V  of  I). 

Complaint  of  Justice  Pelham  to  Lord  Grey  that 
a  letter  by  the  latter’s  secretary  ( =  Spenser  ?)  was  not

as  half  year’s  salary  (Concordatums). 
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1580-82.  Various  payments  to  bearers  of  despatches  through 
Sp  (Concordatums). 

1580-86?  Sp  principally  resident  in  and  near  Dublin. 

1583-85,  possibly  at  New  Abbey. 

1580-89.  Writing  of  the  FQ,  I— III,  partly  in  England,  and  partly  in  Ireland  (Irish 
local  color).  “The  ninth  canto  of  the  second  book  is  the  first  passage  that  pretty 
certainly  points  to  his  being  in  Ireland;  and  all  the  rest  was  written  in  Ireland.” 
(J.  W.  Hales,  in  Chambers  Encycl.)  See  Sp’s  sonnet  to  Lord  Grey,  published  with 
FQ: 

“Rude  rymes,  the  which  a  rustick  Muse  did  weave

Mar.  22.  Sp  appointed  registrar  or  clerk  in  Chancery  for 
faculties  (Cal.  of  Fiants;  Cat.  Harl.  MSS;  Liber  Munerum, 
Pt.  II,  28-29  gives  the  date  as  Mar.  22,  1580). 

Apr.  29.  Paper  certified  by  Sp  at  Cork  (Calendar). 

May  16.  Sp  appears  in  person  in  Court  of  Exchequer, 
Dublin  (Memorandum  Roll;  Ferguson;  Grosart,  I,  142). 

June  26.  Payment  to  Sp  of  £10  as  half  year’s  salary  as 
secretary  (Concordatums). 

June  29.  Paper  certified  by  Sp  at  Dublin  (Calendar). 

Oct.  19.  Entry  of  payment  to  Col.  John  Zowche,  per  bill  due 
to  Edmond  Spencer,  £32. 

Dec.  9.  Conveyance  of  Enniscorthy  by  Sp  to  Rich.  Synot 
(Cal.  of  Fiants).  See  below  under  Dec.  6,  1582. 

1582 

Lease  of  a  house  in  Dublin  (part  of  forfeited  estate  of  John 
Eustace,  Viscount  Baltinglas)  to  Sp  for  six  years. 

Sp  receives  a  custodiam  of  John  Eustace’s  land  of  the  New- 
land  (Calendar).

On  his  recall  Lord  Grey  was  directed  to  “leave  thy  sword”  [the  sword  of  office] 
with  Adam  Loftus,  Abp  of  Dublin  and  Chancellor,  and  Sir  Henry  Wallop,  “Theasaurer 
at  Wars  there”  (14  July,  1582).  The  sword  was  delivered  Aug.  31  (Liber  Munerum, 
Pt.  II,  3  f.). 

Dec.  6.  Lease  to  Sp  of  Enniscorthy,  etc.  for  21  years  (Cal. 
of  Fiants;  DNB  dates  this  lease  July  15,  1581).

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Topics  concerning  Spenser’s  Life 

The  canon  of  Sp’s  life  is  still  very  uncertain,  and  the  critical  student 
must  scan  sharply  many  of  the  statements  in  even  the  most  reputable 
biographies.  Thus  the  Index  and  Epitome  volume  of  the  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography,  p.  1228,  makes  the  following  statements  in  regard 
to  Sp  which  at  best  are  conjectural  or  require  qualification:  That  his 
father  was  John  Spenser;  his  birth  in  East  Smithfield;  derivation  of  the 
family  from  Lancashire;  the  dialect  of  the  Sh  Cal  Lancastrian;  that 
Harvey  introduced  him  to  Leicester  and  Sidney;  the  Areopagus 
“club”;  Rosalind  a  yeoman’s  daughter;  EK  =  Edward  Kirke;  “enthu¬ 
siastic”  reception  of  the  Sh  Cal;  acquisition  of  Kilcolman  in  1588; 
Astrophel  written  in  1586;  return  to  Kilcolman  in  1591;  death  in 
poverty;  the  portraits' 

Much  of  the  fife  doubtless  must  remain  ingenious  conjecture,  but 
the  framework  needs  remodelling  and  the  background  needs  to  be 
repainted.  The  biographical  material  in  Sp’s  own  writings  is  doubtless 
the  most  significant  of  the  sources  for  the  life;  considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  interpreting  it.  But  certainty  in  relation  to  most  of 
it  can  never  be  possible.  High  probability,  however,  in  relation  to  much 
of  it  may  be  attained. 

Various  topics  in  relation  to  the  life  need  further  investigation. 
Thus,  for  example,  the  following  may  be  suggested: 

1.  Spenser’s  “Poverty.”  Has  been  often  adverted  to.  See  under 
“Life,  Gen’l,”  and  esp.  Todd’s  ed.  of  Sp,  I,  pp.  cxxix  ff.  Note  1.  8 
of  sonnet  74  of  the  Amoretti:  “That  honour  and  large  richesse  to 
me  lent.”  Is  this  merely  an  acknowledgment  of  the  pension  ?  May 
it  not  also  refer  to  Kilcolman  and  other  grants  in  Ireland  ? 

2.  The  Litigation  with  Lord  Roche. 

3.  Spenser’s  Tenure  of  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Council  of  Munster. 
His  duties  and  its  functions.

E.  de  Selincourt,  especially  (Introd.  to  his  one-volume  Oxford  ed.  of  Sp, 
1912)  has  utilized  and  interpreted  the  biographical  material  in  Sp’s 
works — “the  pictures  of  his  own  life  that  are  scattered  about  his 
verse.”

In  a  general  sense  all  of  Sp’s  writings,  like  those  of  most  poets,  have 
autobiographical  value  and  abound  in  self-revelation.  But  scat¬ 
tered  through  most  of  them  are  specific  personal  references,  some¬ 
times  explicit,  but  more  often  tantalizingly  vague  and  cryptic. 
Much  of  the  commentary  on  Sp  is  devoted  to  the  attempted  elucida¬ 
tion  of  these.  For  convenience  of  reference  some  of  the  more  signif¬ 
icant  of  these  are  here  listed.

CCCHA  is  the  most  autobiographical  of  Sp’s  poems — “a  verse 
diary.”

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ally  the  same  subject — Sp’s  later  love  story.  Largely  autobio¬ 
graphical  in  spite  of  convention  and  imitation.  Note  Publisher’s 
Ded.  (“in  his  absence,”  etc.);  on  the  date  see  sonnets  4,  19,  22,  60, 
62,  68;  see  also  33  (personal,  on  the  FQ,  and  Bryskett),  38,  50,  52,  60, 
61,  etc.  for  personal  touches;  62  (written  at  the  moment);  65,  1.  4; 
66,  69  (personal  in  spite  of  the  borrowings),  72  (inner  life),  74 
(the  three  Elizabeths),  80  (autobiographic;  on  the  FQ). 

Epithalamion,  esp.  the  opening  lines;  see  also  11.  12  (reference  to  the 
Complaints  volume?),  39,  56  (on  the  identification  of  the  bride), 
60-61,  167,  429  (envoy),  264  (date  of  wedding).  Note  many  points 
of  connection  with  and  recurrence  to  the  Amoretti.

View  of  Ireland.  (References  to  pages  of  Grosart’s  ed.  of  Sp,  IX). 
The  View  of  Ireland  abounds  in  personal  (autobiographical)  references. 
Of  course,  as  it  is  a  dialogue,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  dramatic 
disguise  and  the  interlocutors  may  not  always  speak  unequivocally 
for  Sp.  But  as  it  was  a  sort  of  informal  state-paper  and  presentation 
of  a  proposed  policy  for  Ireland,  representing  the  best  views  of  certain 
men  of  experience  in  Ireland  (cf.  p.  255),  and  as  its  appeal  was  to 
those  in  authority  in  England,  it  doubtless  kept  very  close  to  facts 
as  Sp  saw  them.  Irenaeus  is  obviously  his  mouthpiece.  There  are 
numerous  quasi-personal  phrases,  e.g.,  47  (“I  have  often  observed”), 
50  (“I  can  witness”),  59  (“as  oftentimes  I  have  seen  them”).  See 
also  at  pp.  87,  101,  119,  122,  132,  155,  157,  159,  160,  172,  179,  188, 
189,  195,  196,  201,  225,  226.

(the  good  in  Catholicism — of.  243-44),  i4r~4S  (guarded  reprehension 
of  the  policy  of  some  Lord  Deputies  of  Ireland  after,  and  before, 
Grey;  ref.  to  Essex?),  147  (Sp  forewarned,  c.

Russell — Lord  Deputy  1594-97);  183  (“I  am  no 
martial  man” — but  cf.  language  of  letter  recommending  Sp  as  sheriff 
of  Cork),  183  (the  voice  of  Lord  Grey’s  secretary),  192  (comment  on 
the  “plot”  of  the  Munster  undertakers — of.  206  ff.),  220  (Sp  on  Lord 
Roche),  251,  252  (ref.  to  Essex?),  253  (written  in  England — “here”), 
254,  255,  256  (hint  of  another  book  on  Ireland  by  Sp,  to  follow). 

Sp  evidently  saw  that  the  old  policies  in  Ireland  were  failing  and 
so  seizes  the  opportunity  again  to  propose  those  of  Grey.  Perhaps 
the  subsequent  appointment  of  Sp  as  sheriff  of  Cork  was  a  belated 
(and  too  late)  recognition  of  the  value  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
V  of  I — cf.  184-85  on  the  delinquencies  of  the  new  officials  sent  over 
from  England  and  the  need  of  using  old  and  experienced  men. 

The  Spenser-Harvey  Letters  (references  to  Grosart,  IX)  are  full  of 
biographical  material.  See  esp.  Sp’s  letter  of  5  Oct.  1579,  pp.  262 
(“intermitted  the  uttering  of  my  writings”;  ref.  to  Sidney  and  Leices¬

letter;  Sp  about  to  travel),  266-70  (Latin  verses  by  Sp.  He  is  soon 
to  sail  to  Gallic  lands,  about  to  visit  the  Caucasus,  the  Alps,  the 
Pyrenees,  Babylon — perhaps  under  Leicester’s  tutelage,  with  an 
English  mission  to  the  Near  East — ;  Sp  a  “new  poet,”  and  a  youth 
with  some  genius;  Harvey  the  confidant  of  his  love-affairs),  270 
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(hopes  to  start  next  week,  sent  and  maintained  by  “my  Lord,”  i.e. 
Leicester?;  has  promised  to  write  Sidney  who  “so  promised  to  do 
again”). 

Letter  of  April,  1580,  pp.  272  (Sp  has  tried  English  hexameters;  the 
rules  of  English  quantity  given  him  by  Sidney,  originally  devised 
by  Drant,  enlarged  by  Sidney,  “and  augmented  with  my  observa¬ 
tions”),  274  (Lost  Works;  his  plans  for  poems;  debt  to  Holinshed; 
at  work  on  the  Faerie  Queen e).

Rejects  the  idea  of  the  starved,  abused,  and  obscure  Sp;  notes  on 
King  street,  Westminster,  and  Sp’s  abode  there  during  his  last  days 
a  quarter  then  in  good  repute;  his  school,  portraits,  etc.

Edmond  Spencer  deft,  for  Ardadam  a  plowe  land  &  Killoyenesie, 
half  a  plowe  land,  Balliellice  a  plo:  lande,  &  Ardgilbert  di  plo:  land. 

The  p ts  tytle  ys  by  discents  from  his  auncestors.  The  defend/ 
saith  they  were  />cells  of  Sr  John  of  Desmondes  landes,  viz.  ^cell  of 
Kilcolman  and  Rosacke  to  w ch  her  Ma tie  is  intitled. 

After  long  pleadings,  the  parties  for  the  dificulties  of  their  tytles, 
especiallie  consistinge  uppon  the  true  mearinge  of  the  Townes,  were 
contented  to  have  it  referred  to  an  indifferent  Iurie,  to  be  impannelled 
by  the  Sherif  of  the  Countie  of  Corke,  who  retorned  a  ^sentment 
of  a  Iurie  on  the  behalf  of  the  defend/.

Ellemocane  where 
yt  was  ^sented,  that  Wi llm  Shenan  did  infeoffe  Thomas  Butler  of 
Ardadam,  the  said  Thomas  his  sonne  Theobald  Butler,  did  for  his 
father  assent  and  agree,  that  the  p/  shold  recover  the  same  notw/Zz- 
standinge  anie  such  feoffement.  W ch  ^cell  of  Ardadam  ys  likewise 
ordered  the  p/  shall  recover  untill  better  matter  appeare  for  her  Ma/ie 
or  for  the  defend/.  And  for  that  Balliellice  ys  passed  to  the  defend/ 
at  one  plowe  land,  and  Ardadam,  at  the  rate  of  a  plowe  land:  the 
defend/  ys  abated  the  rent  of  two  plo:  landes,  viz  after  the  rate  of  28 
plowe  landes  to  a  Seignorie  of  xijw  [12,000]  acres,  and  after  the  rate  of 
a  C  [100]  marks  to  a  seignorie  of  xijm  [12,000]  acres  in  the  Countie  of 
Corke.  W ch  abatem/  ys  tyll  Michz’s  1594.  475.  6 d.  and  after  for  ever 
the  some  of  4 li.  155.  sterlinge.

Note:  The  Statute  referred  to,  I  take  it,  is  not  the  English 
Statute  of  28  Henry  VIII  (see  below),  but  that  passed  by  the  Irish 
Parliament  in  1537. 

Cf.  the  Statutes  at  Large  passed  in  the  Parliaments  held  in  Ireland 
from  the  Third  Year  of  Edward  the  Second,  A.D.  1310,  to  the  Twenty- 
sixth  Year  of  George  the  Third,  A.D.  1786  inclusive.  Published  by 
Authority.  Dublin,  1786.  Folio,  ch.  xix  (1537),  pp.  142  fL, 
“The  Act  of  Faculties”:  Recital  of  conditions;  licenses,  faculties, 
etc.  not  to  be  granted  from  Rome,  but  hereafter  by  the  Abp.  of  Canter¬ 
bury'  or  his  deputies  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Crown;  dispensa¬ 
tions  where  the  tax  to  Rome  amounted  to  four  pounds  to  be  confirmed 
under  the  Great  Seal  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  and  others  also,  if 
so  wished,  on  payment  of  five  shillings. 

The  Archbishop  to  have  power  to  ordain  a  clerk  to  write  and  register 
all  licenses;  the  Crown  also  to  ordain  “one  sufficient  clerke,  being 
learned  in  the  course  of  chancery”  to  inroll  all  confirmations  of  such 
licenses;  both  clerks  to  sign  all  such  licenses;  also  to  register  the  same. 
Two  books  of  the  “taxes”  of  such  licenses  to  be  kept,  one  with  the 
Archbishop’s  clerk,  the  other  “with  the  clerke  of  the  chauncerie” 
appointed  by  the  Crown.  Complicated  provisions  as  to  fees:  If  the 
tax  be  £4  or  over,  two  thirds  to  be  “perceived  by  the  said  clerke 
of  the  chauncerie”  to  the  use  of  the  Crown  and  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
and  “to  the  use  of  the  said  clerke,”  one-third  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Archbishop, — i.e.  three-fourths  of  this  two-thirds  to  the  Crown,  the 
remaining  one-fourth  to  be  divided  again  into  three  parts,  of  which 
the  Chancellor  shall  have  two  parts,  and  the  clerk  of  the  Chancery 
the  third  part  for  his  pains.  Similar  provisions  as  to  the  Archbishop 
and  his  clerk.  Provisions  if  the  tax  be  less  than  four  pounds.  Excep¬ 
tions  allowing  other  bishops  to  issue  certain  licenses.  Miscellaneous 
provisions. 

This  act  extends  not  only  to  England  but  to  the  King’s  other  domin¬ 
ions,  including  Ireland.  Commissioners  for  ecclesiastical  jurisdic¬ 
tion  granting  faculties  to  have  the  same  authority  as  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury.  Cf.  Liber  Munerum  Publicorum  Hiberniae,  Pt.  VI, 
7  ff.  for  a  digest  of  this  statute. 

The  English  act  of  28  Henry  VIII  is  to  be  found  in  The  Statutes  at 
Large,  I  Richard  III  to  31  Henry  VIII,  ed.  Danby  Pickering.  Cam¬ 
bridge,  1763,  IV,  443  ff.  (Cap.  xvi):  Provisions  similar  to  the  above, 
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except  as  to  fees,  clerks,  etc.  No  provision  for  extending  the  act  to 
Ireland. 

Professors  Floyd  R.  Mechem  and  James  P.  Hall,  and  Mr.  H.  S. 
Oakley  have  kindly  assisted  me  in  finding  the  English  acts.  Other 
editions  of  the  Statutes  fail  to  give  this  act.  Professor  Mechem  also 
has  called  my  attention  to  a  somewhat  similar  act  of  25  Henry  VIII. 
Cf.  The  Statutes  at  Large,  ed.  Pickering,  IV,  296  ft'. 

The  Act  of  28  Henry  VIII  is  described  by  C.  L.  Falkiner,  Essays 
relating  to  Ireland,  Lond.  1909.  p.  13  n.  The  statement  that  it 
provides  for  faculties  to  be  obtained  under  the  seal  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Dublin  is  probably  an  inference  from  the  Irish  act.  For  the  state¬ 
ment  that  with  this  office  was  united  the  cognate  office  of  Registrar 
of  Ecclesiastical  Appeals  I  do  not  know  the  authority.  Is  this 
latter  office  that  of  “Clerk  of  Decrees  and  Recognizances,”  asserted 
to  have  been  held  by  Sp.  by  Hardiman,  Grosart  and  other  writers? 
If  so,  the  statement  does  not  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  the  lists  of  public 
officers  in  Ireland,  temp.  Elizabeth,  given  in  the  Liber  Munerum 
Publicorum  Hiberniae. 

On  the  subject  of  “faculties”  and  the  clerk  in  chancery  for 
faculties  see  Encyclopedia  of  the  Laws  of  England,  Lond.  1907,  VI, 
1-2,  on  “Faculty,  and  Court  of  Faculties.”  Cf.  also  the  Laws  of 
England,  by  the  Earl  of  Halsbury,  Lond.  1910,  XI,  540,  “Faculty 
Cases.” 

It  does  not  appear  that  Sp  was  a  clerk  of  a  court  of  law  or  equity. 
The  “Court  of  Faculties,”  in  English  ecclesiastical  law,  was  not  a 
court  for  the  trial  or  hearing  of  cases,  but  a  sort  of  commission  or 
advisory  council  for  the  archbishop.  Sp’s  duties  probably  were 
merely  those  of  a  registrar  for  licenses  and  dispensations  (  =  “facul¬ 
ties”)  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  primate,  or  his  deputy  in 
Ireland. 

Qu.  Was  this  office  in  Sp’s  case  a  mere  sinecure  (“a  deputy 
allowed”)  ?

it  vntill  the  Actes  of  Perliam[e]nt  almost  don  should  be  ended. 
And  with  great  grief  and  sorrow  I  assure  yor  honor  told  me  thereof: 
lamenting  his  hard  fortune,  that  ether  he  must  printe  it,  stayenge  here, 
or  be  vndon,  and  he  feares  quarrelled  for  his  life  if  he  refuse  it,  and 
printing  it  greve  his  conscience,  offend  her  Majestie  &  vtterly  loose 
his  contry:  allmost  weping,  and  wishing  that  for  avoyding  of  this 
he  might  have  libertie  to  retume  to  his  owne  contrye;  w[hi]ch  being 
granted  to  him  he  wold  returne  and  leave  all  here  to  themselues 
to  printe  as  they  coulde.  Of  w[hi]ch  I  have  thought  it  my  dutie 
to  aduertise  yor  honor,  that  you  may  take  what  course  herein  you 
please,  w[hi]ch  vpon  yor  honors  warrant  to  him  shalbe  secretly  and 
suerly  obeyed.  Quyn  is  also  answering  Spencers  booke  whereat  the 
K[ing]  was  offended.”

I,  25;  “Heus  mi  tu,”  etc.  “Listen,  my  fine  fusser,  mighty  chaser  of 
the  calico,  universal  lover  extraordinary,  consider,  I  beg  you,  the 

end  which  awaits  the  whole  bunch  of  woman-haters . I  shall 

then  be  content  to  appeal  to  your  own  learned  experience,  whether  it 
be  or  be  not  too  true:  ....  which  I  am  in  the  habit  of  saying,  which 
you  yourself  sometimes  say,  and  men  of  experience  say  daily:  Love 
is  bitterness:  Nor  is  Love  a  god,  as  they  say,  but  bitterness  and  error 
and  whatever  else  is  generally  added  along  this  line  as  a  result  of 
experience;  and  cleverly,  as  it  seems  to  me,  did  Agrippa  emend  that 
title  of  Ovid  ‘The  Art  of  Love’  and  rightly  called  it  ‘The  Art  of 
Harlotry.’  Another  has  aptly  compared  lovers  to  alchemists  who 
dream  charming  dreams  of  mountains  and  fountains  of  gold  and 
silver,  but  meanwhile  are  almost  blinded  and  even  suffocated  by  the 
frightful  fumes  of  the  charcoal;  and  he  said  that  besides  that  well- 
known  paradise  of  Adam,  there  was  another  one — a  wonderful  para¬ 
dise  of  fools  and  lovers:  the  former  was  for  the  truly  happy,  the  latter 
for  those  whose  happiness  was  a  matter  of  fancy  and  frenzy.  But  I 
shall  discuss  these  matters  elsewhere,  perhaps  in  fuller  detail.” 

27:  “De  quibus  ipsis,”  etc.  “On  these  very  things  and  all  the  other 
equipment  of  the  master  traveller  (and  especially  in  regard  to  that 
divine  herb  of  Homer — the  Gods  call  it  moly — with  which  Mercury

Look  out  or  this  may 
be  fatal  to  you.  It  will  certainly  be  so  to  me,  nor  will  you,  I  think, 
get  off  scott-free.

PELHAM’S  “BROTHER”  SPENSER 

The  references  in  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers,  cited  below,  to  Justice 
Pelham  and  his  “brother  Spenser,”  indexed  in  the  Calendars  under 
“Edmund  Spenser,”  at  first  sight  furnish  a  puzzle.  They  indicate  that 
this  “Spenser”  in  1579  and  1580  was  alternately  in  England  and  Ireland 
as  the  bearer  of  despatches  and  in  charge  of  some  of  Pelham’s  affairs. 
This  puzzle  seems  to  be  cleared  up  by  the  references  in  the  Calendar 
of  the  Carew  MSS,  which  reveal  that  Pelham’s  “brother  Spenser” 
was  a  certain  James  Spenser,  not  Edmund.

The  V  of  I  is  mainly  based  on  Sp’s  observations  and  experience  of  some 
fifteen  years  in  Ireland,  and  so  in  large  measure  is  personal  and  in  some 
measure  is  autobiographical.  A  considerable  body  of  literature  dealing 
with  the  state  of  Ireland  in  Spenser’s  time  exists.  For  a  selected  list 
of  the  printed  texts  see  references  below.  Much  is  still  in  MS  form. 
See  the  various  catalogues  of  MSS  in  English  libraries.  A  striking 
example  is  to  be  found  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Manuscripts  in  the  Cot¬ 
tonian  Library,  deposited  in  the  British  Museum.

Of  several  classes,  not  easily  reconcilable;  some  of  doubtful  authenticity; 
the  evidence  for  each  not  yet  sufficiently  analyzed.  Are  the  portraits  all 
imaginary?  If  not,  which  portraits  (or  their  originals)  were  made  from 
the  life  ?  Evidence  for  this  yet  to  be  assembled.  Is  there  any  such  evi¬ 
dence  except  tradition  ?

In  a  letter  of  Sept.  7,  1922,  Mr.  Plomer  states  his  belief  that  a  copy 
of  a  letter  of  Lord  Grey  written  to  the  Queen  is  in  Sp’s  handwriting  (see 
facsimile  opposite).  “It  is  written  in  what  Mr.  Jenkinson  calls  the 
‘Secretary  ’  hand,  which  was  the  universal  hand  for  correspondence  in  the 
days  of  Elizabeth  and  appears  to  have  been  taught  in  all  schools — and 
there  was  so  little  deviation  from  the  settled  form  of  this  handwriting 
that  it  is  extremely  difficult  and  very  hazardous  to  ascribe  a  document 
in  this  hand  to  any  particular  writer.  Happily,  however,  human  beings 
are  not  machines  and  individualism  shows  itself,  even  in  this  very  stereo¬ 
typed  handwriting.  The  copy  of  Lord  Grey’s  letter  to  the  Queen  is 
written  in  this  Secretary  hand,  and  at  first  sight  you  may  be  inclined  to 
reject  it  as  being  Spenser’s,  although  it  bears  some  points  of  resemblance 
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to  the  two  authenticated  examples  of  Spenser’s  handwriting  in  the 
Grant  of  Kilcolman  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  Depositions  at  the 
Public  Record  Office.  But  to  my  mind  there  is  one  strong  piece  of 
evidence.  On  line  5  [line  6]  from  the  bottom  of  the  left  hand  page  in 
the  photograph  you  will  see  a  capital  B.  If  you  compare  that  with  the 
B  in  the  Grant  and  the  Depositions  you  will  notice  that  they  are  made  in 
exactly  the  same  way.  Now,  so  far  as  my  examination  of  the  documents 
in  the  Public  Record  Office  has  gone,  and  I  have  carefully  been  through 
some  twenty-five  volumes,  I  have  not  met  with  any  other  writer  who 
made  a  capital  B  in  that  way.  Another  point  must  be  borne  in  mind. 
Lord  Grey’s  letter  to  the  Queen  was  written  in  1580,  whereas  both  the 
document  in  the  Museum  and  that  at  the  Public  Record  Office  were  not 
written  until  c.  1589.”
